thall noc be able to abide it. Affront not Him, who 
Died for you; who ts ever ready with Extended 
Arms to Receive, to Embrace the Returning Sin- 
ner. Aftront Him not by an Under-ratement of 
his Merits, by a De!pondence of his Mercy. Sure 
a Rig:d Saviour, a fevere Redeemer, are Incon- 
fiftent Terms, 

But why docs your Tempora! Unhappinefs fo 
much aggravate your Sorrow ? Do you think,that 
God Diftinguifhes his Favour tes by Temporal En- 
joyments ? Where then are Thole, who were ftoned, 
were fawn afander, were tempted, were flain with the 


Sword 2? where are Thole, who wandered about in 
Sheepskins and Goatskins, affli@ed, tormented? And 
yet obferve the Character the Mouth of Truth has 
given them ; of whom the World was not worthy, 

But are you under a concern, that you are not 
permitted to enjoy the good things of Life ? Alas! 
One wou'd be aptto think, that a man fo wonder- 
fully follicitous for Eternity fhou’d Overlook the 
World, Defpife the Momentary Scene, be willing 
to Drink of the Cup, which his Saviour drank ot, 
willing thro’ many Temptations to enter Into the Kinge 
dom of God.

fince it may refer to Different Circumftances, we 
woud defire you to explain your felf upon the 
matrer ; and then we fhal! endeavour to give you 
Satisfaction as well in this as in any ovher thing dee 
fird by fo Diiconfolace a Q.  f.

Se. Athanalius (in Lis Creed {peaking of the BlefJed 
Trinity ) fays, the whole tbree Perfoms are Co-eternal 
togetber, and oe 

A, When one Perfon in the Trinity is faid to be 
Greater than Another, this is to be Underftood,nor 
Abfolutely, but in a Certain refpeé& only. The Fa- 
ther therefore may be ftil’d the Greareft, in that be 
is the Fountain of the Deity ; the Father and the Son 
may be ftil’d Greater than the Holy Ghoft, in that 
He Proceeded from them both. And yet che Three 
Perfons are Coequal together, in thatthe Father 
communicated to the Son, the Father and the Son 
communicated tothe Holy Ghoft, an Equalicy of 
All Perfections. 

Q. Gentlemen, Prayyefolve me how God can be [aid 
to be merciful,Mevcy being the mitigation of Fuftice, of 
which his pure naturecannot be capable feeing what ever 
be wills, is Fuft, and fo he cannot be thought in any 
thing in which be wills, to recede from Fuftice, and fo 
can no more properly be faid to be Merciful, than one 
Auk can be both the Law and the Mitigation of theLaw., 

"A, Your Queftion arifes from your not Confider- 
ing,.that there are two forts of Juftice, Vindiétive 
and Moral juftice. To recede trom the Latter is

A. Since the Corn, which rhe two Country-men 
fell are of Different Sorts, and Confequently of 
Different Priges ; and fince withal you acquaint us 
not; whether 4 or B has the Beft Corn, there can 
nothing more be done than to Divide the 28th into 
2 {uch Parts, as that the Addition of the Squares of 
Each may amount to 424, and therefore the 23 
muft be Divided into 18 and to. But wherher the 
greater number be the Shillings rN to 4, or 
the Eufkells belonging to B, it 1s impoflible Poffi- 
tively co affirm for the forefaid reafon. But fince 
the Allotment of 18 to the Shillings of A, and 10 
to the Bufhells of Bis moft agreeable to the prefent 
price of Corn, we conclude that allotment to be 
not Improper. 3

HE Advices frow the Camp of General Count 
Sraremberg at Spallargas in Catalonia, bearing 

date Oétob. the sth. are, that they follow’d the French 
Army when they decamp’d from Agramunt, and re- 
tir'd over the Segra ; And the Prince of Darmftad, in 
the March, being detach'd with go00 Men, made him- 
felf Mafter of one ot the Enemies Pofts, in which 
were above 100 Men. After which, he detach’d an 
hundred ahd fifty Grenadiers, who in the Night fur- 
priz’d fome of the Enemies Batallions, in their Tents, 
near the Noguera, kill’d above goo of them with their 
Bayonets, and entiiely ruin'd a Batalion of the Wal. 
loon Guards: ut the Enemy’s Camp being alaraid, 
Our Grenadiers were oblig'd to retire, who brought 
off with them fix Colours which they took on this Oc- 
cafion’ ’Tis advis’d irom the Camp before Lille, that 
the Befiegers are at prefene carrying on their Ap 
roaches by lapping under the Our-works of the Citta- 
de} ; thar the Trenches were advanc'd within 4 Pa- 
-«< of the Saliant Angle of the firft Cover'd Way, and 
‘t's hop’d they thall be ready to attack it the 5th. That 
the Soldicrs are co irintta lly going into the City to buy 
Provifions, of which there is jufficrent plenty. That Lieu- 
tenant General deSurville ho commanded in theCitta- 
under the Maretchal de Boutflers, receiving a Mut- 
‘-thar in his Hip, defir'd leave to go to Doway,which 
sasgranted him: That by an exact Lift, which ts made 
up, of the kill’d and wounded, on part of the Allies 
during the Mege of that City, fince the rath of Au- 
euft co che azd ot Ottober, it appears that there was 
(632 killd, and 8322 wounded : That, ’tis thought 
y have iuthciene Stores of Ammunition and Provi- 
rons tor the Siege of the Cittadel, Prom the Hague 
they adviic, that a Detachment of the Troops ot the 
Nuke of Marlborough, took ths Fort of Boefingen near 
‘pres, wherein they fouud 1500 Sacks of Corn defign’d 
ithe French Troops in Bruges, that all the Advices 
tiom the North, imporc, that General Lowenhaupt 
as been deleated by the Mutcovites, that the Su edes 
leit above 10000 Men,and all their Baggage, and that 
Mulcovites lot a much greater number, but re- 


main'd Mafters of the Field of Battle. . The Advices 
trom the Duke of Mariborough’s Camp at Rouflelaer 
Novemb. the 5th are, that His Grace defigning to make 
a General Forrage,order'd the Troops pofted at Rouffe.

was under a Blockade for 2 or 3 days, during which 
time they Forragd in the Neighbourhood without any 
oppofition; and brought of a great Quantity of For- 
rage, Corn, and other Provifions, fo that they have 
plenty of all things for ao days; That the Brigadier 
Briffelwitz was detach’d with 9 Squadrons for la Baflee 
toreinforce the Troops pofted there, ‘That the Here. 
ditary Prince of Hefle Caffel being ex pected ar thisCamp 
to take the Command of the Cavalry of the States, in 
the room of the Count de Tilly, who commands their 
Forces in Chief fince the Death of Monfeur d’ Auver. 
quesque, has Jeft the Command of the Troops at Ja 
Batiee to General Wakerbert, where there are go0o 
boarsempioyd inthe Fortifications ef that Poft befides 
the Soldiers; and that Lens, Armentiers, and feveral 
other Pofts are fortifying with all fpeed, as well to fe. 
cure thole Pofts, as to preveut the defigns the Enemy 
had to carry all the Corn out of the Open Country 
luto their Garrifons, Which isall from Yours, @c.
